KIDNAPERS’ DEATH 
ASKED BY FAMILY 
OF ALICE STOLL 


Earlier Indications That 
Clemency Would Be 
Sought for Mrs. Robin- 
son Are Refuted. 


LOUISVILLE. Ky., Oct. 21.—(>)— 
Deatt was demanded for the kidnapers 
of Alice Speed Stoll tonight by Wil- 
liam Stoll, brother-in-law of the erst- 
while kidnap victim, and president of 
the Louisville Board of Trade. 

“Certainly the law must take its 
course if we are to have law and or- 
der in this country,” he said. “The 
government should have its way.” 

He spoke as the hunt for Thomas 
Henry Robinson Jr., named as _ the 
kidnaper. was being concentrated north 
of the Ohio river. Melvin H. Purvis, 
who tracked John Dillinger to his 
deat]. was in charge of a band of 
federal agents operating out of Cin- 
cirnati. 

Robinson, his father and his wife. 
have been indicted in terms that make 
the death penalty a possibility in the 
event of their conviction. 

United States Attorney Thomas J. 
Sparks told reporters that arraign- 
ment of Mrs. Robinson on the indict- 
ment probably would take placé to- 
morrow. 

The woman is now held in Jeffer- 
son county jail in default of $50,000 
bond demanded when she was arrest- 
ed on a warrant. 

Sparks said he planned to get in 
touch with Mrs. Robinson’s counsel 
to see whether they wished arraign- 
ment or preferred to allow their client 
to remain in confinement until the 
— now tentatively set for Octo- 

er 29. 

“T doubt whether they will execute 
bond.” Sparks said with reference to 
the defense counsel. He indicated that 
he would resist efforts to have it 
reduced.

Richetti Denies Compan- 
ion Was Floyd, Admits 
He Helped to Kidnap 
Missouri Sheriff. 


WELLSVILLE, Ohio, Oct. 21.—(P) 
While posses tonight trailed a fugi- 
tive federal agents said was “Pretty 
Boy” Floyd, wounded, his companion, 
Adam Richetti, was held in the vil- 
lage jail. 

Richetti is accused of responsibility, 
along with ‘Floyd, in the Kansas City 
Union Station massacre of June, 1933. 

Richetti was captured and two men 
were put to flight in a cross-country 
gun battle late Saturday, it was re- 
ported today. 

Federal agents from Chicago, Cleve- 
land and Cincinnati joined the hunt 
tonight. 

Richetti told police he was wanted 
for having jumped $15,000 bail on a 
robbery charge in Milcreek, Okla. He 
denied he had been implicated in the 
slaying of a federal prisoner and four 
others in the Kansas City massacre. 

Although Richetti said he had not 
seen Floyd for nearly one year, Pe- 
lice Chief J. H. Fultz, of Wellsville. 
who was slot in the ankle by the two 
companions of Richetti yesterday, 
identified Floyd from photographs as 
one of the men. . 

Floyd Believed Wounded. 

Fultz said he believed Floyd was 
wounded in the battle. Bloodstains 
were found on cushions in two auto- 
mobiles believed to have been used by 
the fugitive in his flight. . 

A submachine gun was found to- 
night in a gully where the gun battle 
took place and where Chief Fultz and 
two citizens were fired upon as they 
approached to question the three men. 

Posses late tonight were hunting 
through woods near Lisbon, north of 
here, where Floyd was last seen. 

Fultz and County Prosecutor George 
Lafferty said Richetti made a “frank” 
confession, admitting he knew Floyd, 
but became separated from the out- 
law at Texarkana, Ark., almost a year 
ago, and last heard from Floyd from 
El Paso, Texas. 

Richetti. Fultz and Lafferty said, 
asserted he had been with Floyd 
when the sheriff of Bolivar. Mo., was 
kidnaped a year ago. Richetti said 
his mother lives in Lehigh. Okla. 
Fultz and Lafferty quoted him as 
saving he had once served a two-vear 
term in the Indiana state reforma- 
tory at Hammond, Ind. 

Richetti Names Companion. 

Richetti said he was in Wellsville 
with a James Warren, whom he had 
known seven years ago in Oklahoma 
and whom he met recently in To- 
ledo, Ohio. 

Police said they found $98 on 
Richetti and quoted the prisoner as 
saying he won the money several 
days ago in a card game at Medina, 
Ohio. near Cleveland. 

Fultz and Lafferty said Richetti 
had been identified “tentatively” as 
one of three men who held up the 
People’s bank in Tiltonville, Ohio, 
last Friday. obtaining $500.

The storks were victorious in the end, 
although they had heavy losses to 
book. They lost 12 in killed and 20 
wounded. But the eagles had 21 of 
their number massacred and about 12 
more severely damaged.

JUST ANOTHER NOTION ABOUT 
SOME OLD WHEEZES. 

Whenever I turn over an idea or} 
suggestion with the thought of hand- 
ing it out I ask myself two questions, 
to wit, first, is it likely to do anybody 
any good? Second, will it do any 
harm? Or I should say I take the 
matter to Father Hippokrates and get 
his adviee about it. 

Today’s crazy notion, then, simple 
folk, is just this: From considerable 
browsing in current medical litera- 
ture and indefatigable picking of 
medical colleagues, I have conceived 
the idea that a daily ration of rather 
more than the essential amount of 
vitamin A is advisable for any one 
who suffers from bronchial asthma, 
emphysema, bronchiectasis or chronic 
bronchitis. Remember, this is just 
My surmise, and nothing more. Take 
it or leave it. All I know is that 
you can't get enough vitamin A to do 
you harm. 

Not only cod liver oil but other fish 
liver oils and liver itself, whether 
from fish, fowl, ox, calf, pig. is a 
good source of vitamin A, Butter 
milk, cream, cheese, and eggs, espe- 
cially egg yolks, are excellent sources 
of this vitamin. Kidney is a good 
source of vitamin A. Carrots, raw 
or cooked, escarole, spinach raw or 
cooked, peas, tomato, prunes, canta- 
loupe, orange, banana, squash, pump- 
kin, salmon, herring, halibut, beef fat,

RULES MAY LIMIT 


DEBATE ON BONUS 


MIAMI, Fla., Oct. 21.—-(P)— 
Debate on bonus payment or any 
other subject brought before the 
American Legion convention will 
be limited to two hours if the con- 
vention adopts a report which its 
rules committee drafted today. 

The proposal to limit debate, 
the time being the same as al- 
lowed at previous conventions, was 
announced as the credentials com- 
mittee reported 1.189 delegates ac- 
credited, with others still to ar- 
rive.

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DEMOCRATS PLAN 
RELIEF PUBLICITY 


Data on Expenditures 
May Be Embellished by 
Spokesmen’s Opinions. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—(F)— 
Embellishment of the facts about ex- 
penditures of federal funds in the 
states—by the expression of personal 
opinions—was suggested to democratic 
candidates campaigning for next 
month’s election in a special notice 
sent out by democratic national com- 
mittee headquarters. 


The notice, signed by Emil Hurja, 
assistant to Chairman Farley, was at- 
tached to some of the figures on re- 
lief funds sent to various candidates. 

It was dated September 17, about 
the time the democratic campaign 
guidebook, inviting candidates tb ask | 
the committee for the information, | 
| became ready for distribution. 

Only last week the committee made | 
known that it had suspended distribu-| 
tion of the figures because its supply 
of bulletins had been exhausted. 

The republicans vigorously have at- 
tacked the recital of the figures by 
Farley and other democratic leaders 
in campaign speeches and have charg- 
ed the democrats were seeking to buy 
the election. When the G. O. P. 
learned that the democratic commit- 
tee suspended the issuance of the fig- 
urges, its senatorial-congressional com- 
mittee issued a statement saying that 
it must be “ashamed” of using relict | 
fund figures for political purposes. | 

Referring to statements of expendi-| 
tures in the various states, which have 
not been made public as a whole, Hur- 
ja wrote to candidates: 

“The attached bulletin shows fed- 
eral appropriations, segregated by de-| 
partments for your state. It is be-| 
lieved that this information will en- 
able you to answer inquiries made con- 
stantly on these subjects. 

“You can use this any way you 
like: In speeches, radio talks, or news- 
paper interviews, embellishing the 
facts as set forth with your own views 
or opinions. . . 

“It requires only an honest and in- 
telligent presentation of the figures 
available to convince any fair-minded 
person of the soundness of the recov- 
ery program of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. 


“Your views are appreciated. Write}, 


us if there is anything that you think 
would be particularly helpful to you. 
If there are any figures that you think 
would be useful, that you have not 
had. ask us for them.” 

The mimeographed notice, however, 
cautioned the democratic candidates 
that the difference between ‘“‘the re- 
lief expenditures and the expenditures 
that are in reality loans” should bei 
“borne in mind.”

That, finally, it is only when both of these efforts, taken together, prove insuf- 
ficient that the Federal Government has any duty to add its resources to the

If the defense could look into the 
dealer’s hand, they could of course de- 
fend every contract perfectly. But 
there are other ways besides peeking 
whereby the declarer’s holdings can be 
learned.

They can cast their eyes about 
at children who have disappointed 
their parents, at children who have 
been loved and adored, yet turned 
out badly, and they can say to 
themselves: “It is far better not to 
have had children than to have en- 
dured the heartache and anguish 
that those parents have endured.”

ROME, Ga., Oct. 21.—Shipment of 
stoves continued throughout Saturday 
at two Rome stove foundries as man- 
ufacturers sought to utilize all avail- 
able time allowed under military or- 
ders to complete removal of stock from 
lthe plants, which have been closed by 
strikes for two months.

Colonel Pope’s orders provided that 
pickets were not to interfere with 
shipments of finished products dur- 
ing the two weeks and that the foun- 
dries were not to manufacture or 
mount stoves or remove patterns from 
the plants. The troops were sent 
here early this month when pickets in- 
terfered with shipping at the foun- 
dries, 

Unless some action is taken by the 
national labor board at W ashington, 
the four plants where strikes are in 
force may remain closed indefinitely, 
the manufacturers indicate.
